That  the  Women's  Relief  Corps,  No.  48,  be  invited 
to  unite  in  the  publication  of  this  Manual  and  to  appoint 
n  committee  to  furnish  such  matter  as  it  may  desire  to 
have  published  in  the  same,  hut  that  the  entire  cost  of 
such  Manual  shall  he  borne  by  this   Post.

BIOGRAPHICAL, 


GEORGE   BARTLETT  BAILEY 


Was  born  June  29,  1821,  at  Bridgewater,  the  first  comity, 
seat  of  Brown  County,  Ohio,  on  Straight  Creek,  about 
four  miles  oast  of  Georgetown,  the  present  comity  seat  of 
Brown  County.  His  father,  George  Bartlett  Bailey,  was 
from  Pennsylvania,  and  a  physician  by  profession,  He 
removed  to  Georgetown,  Ohio,  in  the  year  1823,  and 
there  began  the  practice  of  medicine  and  continued  it  at 
the  same  place  until  his  death,  in  18(57.  lie  acquired  a 
great  reputation  in  his  profession  and  was  known  as  an 
eminent  physician  in  all  the  counties  near  his  own. 

The  subject  of  our  sketch  attended  school  in  George- 
town in  his  childhood  and  boyhood,  and  later  on  studied 
under  a  private  tutor.  In  1837  he  received  the  appoint- 
ment of  Cadet  at  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  at 
West  Point,  accepted  it  and  was  admitted  there- 
in 1838,  becoming  satisfied  that  the  life  of  a  regular  army 
officer  would  not  be  suitable  to  his  taste,  he  resigned  and 


returned  to   his  father's  home  at  Georgetown.      He  was 
succeeded  at  West  Point  by  Ulysses  S.  Grant. 

After  his  return  to  Georgetown  lie  studied  medicine 
with  his  father  and  attended  medical  lectures  at  Jefferson 
College,  Philadelphia,  where  he  received  his  degree  of  M. 
I),  in  1X44.  He  practiced  medicine  for  a  short  time  with 
his  father,  and  then  removed  to  Aberdeen,  Ohio,  where 
he  began  and  continued  the  practice  of  his  profession, 
until  his  removal  to  Portsmouth,  Ohio. 

While  a  resident  of  Aberdeen,  be  married  Miss 
Margaret  Davidson  of  that  place.  Seven  children  were 
horn  of  this  marriage,  six  of  whom  died  in  infancy  j>r 
childhood,  and  but  one,  a  daughter,  grew  to  maturity. 
She  is  now  Mrs.  Charles  Seheisez,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

While  Doctor  Bailey  had,  in  leaving  West  Point, 
abandoned  the  idea  of  military  life  as  a  profession,  yet  lie 
always  had  considerable  taste  for  some  of  its  features,  and 
while  in  Aberdeen  organized  a  Militia  Company  there 
and  called  it  the  "  Aberdeen  Rangers.*'  lie  removed  to 
Portsmouth,  Ohio,  in  18f>7,  and  continued  the  practice  of 
his  profession.  He  also  engaged  in  the  drug  business  in 
the  building  now  occupied  by  the  First  National  Bank. 
In  18(10  he  organized  the  "Kinney  Light  Guards,"  a 
State  Militia  Company. 

When  the  lirst  gun  was  lircd  on  Fort  Sumpter,  April 
12,  1K(J1,  he  sought  to  Organize  the  "Kinney  Light 
.Guards"  into  a  company  to  respond  to  the  call  for  75,000 
for  ninety  days.  Thirty-five  members  of  the  Kinney 
Light  Guards  went  into  a  company  organized  at  Ports- 
mouth, Ohio,  under  this  cull,  which   afterwards  became 


Company  G.,  1st  Regiment,  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry. 
Doctor  Bailey  was  commissioned  as  Captain  of  this  com- 
pany, which  was  enrolled  on  April  16,  1861.  With  this 
company  he  participated  in  the  engagement  at  Vienna, 
Va.,  June  17,  1801,  and  the  battle  of  Bull  Run  duly  21, 
1861.  The  time  of  the  company  expired  July  81,  1861, 
and  it  was  then  mustered  out. 

Captain  Bailey  returned  to  Portsmouth.  lie  was 
still  determined  to  serve  his  country  and  accepted  the 
appointment  of  Major  of  the  Ninth  Virginia  Infantry, 
which  was  to  be  recruited  at  Guyandotte,  Va.  Captain 
Bailey  accepted  his  appointment  and  went  to  Guyandotte 
to  recruit  and  organize  this  regiment.  While  engaged 
in  this  work,  the  position  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the 
same  regiment  fell  vacant  and  it  was  tendered  to  Major 
Bailey,  who  accepted  it,  hut  was  never  mustered. 

On  November  10,  1861,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Bailey 
had  with  him  three  hundred  men  of  his  regiment  at 
Guyandotte. 

The  Rebel  General  Jenkins  made  a  raid  on  the  place 
with  twelve  hundred  cavalry  on  the  night  of  November 
10,  1861.  In  the  light  Colonel  Bailey  was  on  the  bridge 
over  Guyandotte  river,  and  in  the  darkness  was  shot  or 
struck  and  fell  into  the  water  below,  where  his  body  was 
found  the  next  morning.  His  remains  were  taken  to 
Aberdeen,  Ohio,  where  he  was  interred  with  military 
honors. 

He  was  among  the  first  of  the  citizens  of  Portsmouth, 
Ohio,  to   jnve  his   life  for  his  country,  and    when   the   G. 


A.  R.  Post  at  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  was  organized  in  1881, 
it  was  named  in  his  honor.  He  was  a  kind  husband  and 
father,  a  quiet  and  unobtrusive  citizen  and  a  man  of  fine 
sensibilities.  His  widow  was  granted  a  pension  as  of  his 
rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel,  by  a  special  act  of  Congress, 
hut  lias  long  since  joined  her  husband  on  the  other  shore. 
Those  who  knew  Colonel  Bailey,  say  that  the  lan- 
guage of  Marc  Anthony  in  Shakespeare's  Julius  Caesar 
might  be  well  applied  to  him.

On  the  night  of  November  28,  1881,  seventeen  old 
soldiers  met  at  the  Court  House  in  Portsmouth,  ( )hio,  and 
then  and  there  were  mustered  with  the  G.  A.  R.  So 
formed  the  nucleus  of  what  lias  ever  since  been  called 
Bailey  Post  164,  Department  of  Ohio,  G.  A.  R. 

From  this  humble  beginning,  this  organization  grew 
steadily  and  rapidly  until  now  it  stands  in  membership 
the  twelfth  post  in  the  banner  department  of  the  Nation, 
a  department  with  seven  hundred  posts  and  a  member- 
ship of  43,000  comrades. 

Its  fraternity  is  that  warm  and  generous  kind  that 
recognizes  a  brother  in  every  comrade.  Its  charity  is  of 
the  open  palm  variety  that  responds  quickly  and  cheer- 
fully to  the  quiet  importunity  of  need.  Its  loyalty  is  as 
pure  as  gold,  tried  as  it  has  been  in  the  tire  of  every  hat- 
tie  in  defense  of  the  Old  Flag. 

Marching  patiently  and  devoutly  by  the  side  of  this 
veteran  organization  is  another  loyal  body,  composed  of 
those  who  waited,  watched,  wept  and   prayed   while  the 
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"boys"  were  at  the  front.  This  is  no  other  than  Bailey 
"Relief  Corps,  No.  43,  composed  of  Portsmouth's  most 
loyal  women.  No  soldier  ever  answered  to  drum  but  he 
left  woman  behind  to  work  and  to  wee]).  Not  so,  how- 
ever, with  these  two  orders.  Side  by  side  they  labor, 
not  for  themselves,  but  for  unborn  generations  which  shall 
rise  up  and  call  them  blessed. 

Then,  in  addition  to  these,  is  that  young  and  grow- 
ing- order,  Vienna  (-amp,  No.  85,  composed  of  the  loyal 
Sons  of  Veterans.  They  are  faithfully  following  in  the 
footsteps  of  their  patriotic  sires,  and  the  soldier,  as  lie 
falls  back  in  the  twilight  of  life,  is  rejoiced  to  sec  that  the 
skirmish  line  of  liberty  is  manned  by  these  loyal  sons, 
ami  the  color  on  the  line  is  blue.  "Eternal  vigilance  is 
the  price  of  liberty."

BY-LAWS 


OF 


BAILEY   POST,  164,  G.  A.  R, 


OBJECTS. 

The  objects  to  be  accomplished  by  this  organization 

are  as  follows  : 

1.  To  preserve  and  strengthen  those  kind  and  frater- 
nal feelings  which  bind  together  the  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines  who  united  to  suppress  the  late  rebellion. 

2.  To  assist  such  former  comrades  in  arms  as  need 
help  and  protection,  and  to  extend  needful  aid,  to  those 
whose  friends  fell  in  defense  of  their  country. 

3.  To  maintain  true  allegiance  to  the  United  States 
of  America,  based  upon  a  paramount  respect  for,  and 
fidelity  to,  the  National  Constitution  and  laws;  to  dis- 
countenance whatever  tends  to  weaken  loyalty,  incite  to 
insurrection,  treason,  or  rebellion,  or  in  any  manner  im- 
pairs the  efficiency  and  permanency  of  our  free  institu- 
tions, and  to  encourage  the  spread  of  universal  liberty, 
equal  rights,  and  justice  to  all  men. 

ELIGIBILITY    TO    MEMBERSHIP. 

Soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  United  States  army  or  ma- 
rine corps,  who   served    in    the    late    rebellion,  and   then 


having  been   honorably  discharged  therefrom  after  such 
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scrvico,  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  And  no  person  shall  be  eligible 
to  membership  who  has  at  any  time  borne  arms  against 
the  United  States. 

ARTICLE    1  .-^-Organization. 

Section  1.  This  organisation  shall  ho  known  as 
Bailey  Post,  hro,  164,  of  the  Department  of  Ohio,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic. 

ARTICLE  IT^-Mkrtinos. 

Skc,  1.  The  stated  meetings  of  this  Tost  shall  he  hold 
on  the  first  and  third  Mondays  in  each  month. 

Skc.  2-,  The  hour  qf  meeting  shall  he  at  8  o'clock  V. 
M.,  from  April  1  to  October  1,  and  at  7:30  I\  M.,  from 
October  1  to  April  1. 

Skc.  3,  Special  meetings  may  he  convened  by  order 
of  the  l'ost  Commander. 

Sec.  4.  Eight  members  qualified  t(.)  transact  business 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Tost. 

Sec.  -*>.      No   business  shall   be  transacted   at   a  special 
meeting  except  that  mentioned  in  the  call. 
ARTICLE   III.— Quaivteus, 

Sec.  1.     The  quarters  shall  begin   with  the  first  meet- 
ing iii  January,  April,  July  and  October. 
ARTICLE  IV.-^-Fees. 

Sue.  1.  The  lee  for  muster  in  this  Post  shall  he  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents,  including  the  badge,  of  the  order, 
as  adopted  by  the  Grand  Encampment,  the  money  in  all 
cases  to  accompany  the  application.  In  case  of  discharge 
or  withdrawal  from  the  Q.  A.  K.,  the  badge  to  revert  to 
the   Post. 
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Sec.  2.  Members  of  other  Posts  may  be  admitted  to 
membership  in  this  Post  by  transfer  card,  on  condition  of 
paying  fifty  cents  and  dues  from  the  time  of  such  admis- 
sion, and  signing1  the  roll. 

ARTICLE  V.— Dues. 

Sec.  1.  The  Quarterly  dues  of  this  Post  shall  be  fifty 
cents,  payable  each  quarter  to  the  Quartermaster. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  who  shall  be  one  quarter  in  ar- 
rears for  dues  shall  not  receive  the  Post  countersign  until 
such  dues  are  paid.  If  six  months  in  arrears,  he  shall  he 
suspended,  and  if  one  year  in  arrears  he  shall  be  dropped 
from  the  rolls  by  special  order  of  the  Post  Commander, 
to  he  published  at  any  regular  meeting  ;  provided  that, 
when  a  comrade  is  unable  to  pay  his  dues  by  reason  of 
sickness  or  misfortune,  the  Post  may,  on  satisfactory  evi- 
dence thereof,  remit  such  dues  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Sec.  ?>.  Applicants  for  transfer  cards  shall  have  the 
Quartermaster's  receipt  in  full  for  all  dues,  and  pay  fifty 
cents  additional   for  said  card. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Sec.  I.  There  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  December,  three  Trustees  and  a  Historian  ;  and  at  the 
first  meeting  in  January  the  Commander  shall  appoint  an 
Outpost  Sentry  and  a  Camp  Guard. 

ARTICLE  V IT.— Duties  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1.  The  Senior  Vice  Commander,  Junior  Vice 
Commander,  Surgeon  and  Chaplain  shall  be  a  Committee 
on  Charity,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  on  application,  care- 
fully to  inquire  into  the  situation  and  circumstances  of 
indigent  comrades,  or  their  widows   and   orphans,  and   if 
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found  worthy,  to  afford  necessary  relief,  with  power  to 
draw  on  the  (2,1;n,^'1>lll:ls^'r  during  the  recess  of  the  Post, 
if  demanded  by  the  circumstances,  for  a  sum  notexceed- 
ingfive  dollars  for  anyone  person  :  Provided,  said  draft 
or  order  must  be  countersigned  by  the  Post  Commander 
before  being  redeemed  by  the  Quartermaster,  and  said 
action  shall  be  reported  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Post. 
This  committee  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  appropriately  imposed  upon  them  by  the  Post. 

Sec.  2.  The  Adjutant  shall  receive  for  his  services, 
the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  The  Quartermaster  shall  receive  for  his  ser- 
vices, the  sum  of  fifty  cents  lor  each  meeting,  and  shall 
keep  a  separate  account  with  each  Post  fund. 

Sec.  4.  The  Officer  of  the  day  shall  be  the  custodian 
of  the  side-arms  worn  by  the  officers.  He  shall  see  that 
the  Sentinels  are  at  their  stations, when  the  hour  for  open- 
ing the  Post  arrives  ;  and  in  case  either  is  absent  he  shall 
procure  from  the  Adjutant  a  special  detail  for  that  pur- 
pose, lie  shall,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Officer  of  the 
Guard,  ascertain  at  the  opening  of  the  Post  that  none  are 
present  exeept  those  entitled  to  remain.  lie  shall  intro- 
duce distinguished  visitors  or  visiting  Posts,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
( Jonnnander. 

Sec  5.  The  Commander,  Adjutant,  and  three  Trus- 
tees, chosen  at  the  annual  meeting,  shall  constitute  a 
Hoard  of  Trustees  for  the  Post.  They  shall  investigate 
and  approve  or  disapprove  the  bond  of  the  Quartermas- 
ter;  make  contracts  for  rent  of  hall,  subject  to  confirma- 
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tipn  of  the  Post  \  audit  all  bills  and  ascertain  tlieir  cor-, 
rectness  befpre  the  samq  are  presented  to  the.  Post ;  ex/ 
amine  the  Adjutant's  books  and  records,  from- time  to 
time,  and  act  for  the  Post  in  other  business  matters  such, 
as  the  Post  may  delegate  to,  them.  They  shall  report  im- 
mediately to  the  Post  all  hills  {indited,  and  shall  make  a 
monthly  report  of  ah  other  business,  transacted  by  them. 

Sec,  6.  The  Historian  shall  have  custody  of  all  hooks, 
phamphjets  and  papers,  belonging  to  the  Post  relating  to 
the  history  of  the  war  for  the  Union,  or  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  including  reports  of  Department, 
and  National  Encampments,  Camp  Fires,  Public  Meet- 
ings or  Memorial  Services  participated  in  by  the  Post, 
and-  the  files  of  National  and  department  orders,  after 
the  same  have  been  read  to.  the  Post.  lie  shall  also,  as 
rapidly  as  possible,  collect  the  personal  and  military  his- 
tory of  each  comrade,  including  sketches  of  war  exper- 
iences furnished  by  him,  and  preserve  them  in  permanent 
form,  so  that  he  may  be  enabled,  on  the  death  of  a  com-, 
rade,  to  furnish  a  suitable  memoir. 

prco.  7.  All  officers  shall,  within  four  weeks  after  their 
election,  commit  to  memory  their  respective  parts  in  the, 
ritual  work  of  mnster-in  and  opening  and  closing  of  the 
Post.  The  scripture  lesson  belonging  to  the  chaplain's 
part  may  be  read  by  him. 

ARTICLE  VIII.— Committees. 

Sec.  1.  Three.comrades  appointed  by  the  Commander, 
and  approved;  by  vpte  of  the  Post,  shall  constitute  an  En- 
tertainment Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  provide 
for  public  or  Post  entertainments,  such  as  concerts,  lee- 
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tures  or  camp  fires,  either  free  or  for  pay,  social  enter- 
tainments for  comrades  and  their  families,  receptions  of 
distinguished  or  prominent  comrades  of  the  G.  A.  R., 
such  as  the  Post  may  order,  or  the  committee  consider  to 
be  for  the  advantage  of  the  Post,  socially,  financially  or 
otherwise. 

ARTICLE  IX. — Appropriations. 

Sec.  1.  All  appropriations  of  the  funds  of  this  Post 
for  the  other  purposes  than  those  provided  for  in  the 
Rules  and  Regulations,  shall  require  the  approval  of  two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  members  present  at  a  regular  meeting. 

Sec.  2.     No   officers  or  committee  shall  be  allowed  to 
incur  any  liability  for  this  Post  unless  authorized  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular  meeting. 
ARTICLE  X. 

Sec.  1.     The  action  of  the  Post  at  any    regular  meet- 
ing having  a  quorum,  when  in  accordance  witli  the  Gen- 
end  Rules  and   Regulations  and  these  By-Laws,  shall  be 
regarded  binding  on  all  its  members. 
ARTICLE  XL 

Sec  1.  The  proceedings  of  this  Post  shall  be  kept 
secret. 

Sec  2.  Any  member  who  shall  disclose  the  name  of 
a  comrade  wrho  has  been  instrumental  in  causing  the  re- 
jection of  any  candidate  for  enlistment  or  affiliation  or 
give  information  that  may  lead  to  such  disclosure,  on 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  expelled  from  this  Post. 
ARTICLE  XII. 

Sec  1.  The  Drum  Major,  Fifer,  Snare  and  Base 
drummer  shall  receive  for  their  services,  each  the  sum  of 
$2.00  per  annum. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. . 

Sec.  1.  The  By-laws,  or  any  provision  of  them  may 
bo  suspended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present 
at  any  meeting-,  for  that  meeting*  only. 

Sec.  2.  Additions  to  or  amendments  of  these  By- 
Laws  maybe  proposed  in  writing  at  any  regular  meeting 
of  the  Post,  but  said  proposition  shall  in  all  eases  be 
spread  upon  the  Adjutant's  report  to  await  action  at  a 
subsequent  regular  meeting,  when  it  shall  require  the 
affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  members  present  to 
adopt. 

Sec.  3.  These  By-Laws  will  take  effect  on  and  after 
their  adoption,  by  this  Post,  and  upon  their  approval  by 
the  department  Commander  and  all  existing  or  previous 
by-laws  arc  hereby  repealed.

BY-LAWS 

OF 

BAILEY     RELIEF    CORPS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  This  Corps  shall  be  known  as  Bailey  Corps, 
No.  43.  It  snail  hold  its  regular  meeting-  the  first  Mon- 
day in  the  month,  at  2:30' o'clock  P.  M. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Sec.L  The  initiation  fee  shall  be  one  dollar  and  price 
of  badge  and  must  accompany  application  for  member- 
ship. 

Sec.  2.  The  yearly  dues  shall  be  one  dollar,  payable 
in  advance,  quarterly. 

Sec.  3.  Members  of  other  Corps  shall  be  admitted  to 
this  Corps  on  presentation  of  transfer  card. 

ARTICLE  TTL 

Sec.L  Any  member  of  this  Corps  in  arrears  six 
months,  shall  be  notified  of  the  same  by  the  Treasurer, 
and  if  said  dues  remain   unpaid  at  the  close  of  the   third 
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quarter,  her  name  shall  be  dropped  from  the  roll,  unless 
the  Corps,  for  satisfactory  reasons,  remit  the  arrears  by  a 
two-third  vote  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  of  this  Corps  in  arrears  one 
year  shall  be  dropped;  but  such  members  may  be  rein- 
stated by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
on  payment  of  arrears. 

Sec.  3.  Any  officer  of  this  Corps  who  shall  absent 
herself  from  three  consecuitive  meetings,  without  pre- 
senting an  excuse,  shall  be  considered  out  of  her  olKee, 
and  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  vote  of  the  Corps  at 
the  next  meeting  after  notice  of  such  vacancy  has  been 
given. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Sec.  1 .  The  President  and  Senior  Vice  shall  appoint  all 
committees,  and  these  committees  perform  all  duties  as- 
signed them.  The  officers  also  have  power  to  reorgan- 
ize  these   committees,  from  time  to  time. 

Sec  2.  The  president  will  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees :  Executive  Committee,  Relief 
Committee,  Home  and  Employment  Committee,  Finance 
Committee  and  Conference  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  devise  methods  for  obtaining  funds,  and  so  aid 
in  carrying  into  execution  all  such  methods  as  are  ap- 
proved by  the  Corps.  This  committee  shall  arrange  for 
the  annual  and  special  meetings,  be-  prepared  for  special 
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calls,  and    present  a  written    report   to   tlie   Corps   of  all 
duties  performed. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Skc.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Relief  Committee 
to  find  out  all  soldiers,  or  families  of  soldiers  in  need  of 
aid,  and  administer  to  their  necessities.  No  member 
shall  regularly  supply  more  than  one  family,  which  she 
shall  visit  weekly.  She  shall  purchase  all  supplies  as  they 
may  be  needed,  forwarding  her  hills,  properly  endorsed, 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Relief  Committee  promptly  each 
month.  The  chairman  shall  he  the  Directing  Officer  of 
the  committee,  to  whom  each  member  shall  make  a  re- 
port each  month  in  writing.  The  chairman  shall  present 
a  detailed  report  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  tne  Corps. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Sec.  1.  The  duties  of  the  Home  and  Employment 
Committee  shall  he  to  secure  the  admission  of  soldiers' 
orphans  to  the  homes  provided  for  them  by  city  or  state, 
and  to  secure  admission  for  the  homeless  or  friendless,'  at 
such  hospitals  and  infirmaries  as  may  he  within  reach  of 
the  Corps. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Sec.  1.  All  money  specially  applied  for  the  use  of 
committees,  for  the  payment  of  claims,  purchase  of 
Corps  supplies,  or  any  other  purpose,  must  receive  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  members  present. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

Sec.  1.  The  Relief  Committee  si  will  have  power  to 
expend  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  ($5),  for  any  urgent  case 
of  need,  without  the  vote  af  the  Corps. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Sec.  1.  All  charges  against  any  member  of  this  Corps, 
for  violation  of  Rules  and  Regulations  or  By-Laws,  or 
any  other  offense,  must  be  made  in  writing,  and  shall  lie 
over  one  meeting,  and  the  Secretary  shall  notify  in  writ- 
ing, the  members  against  whom  charges  have  been  made, 
to  appear  and  answer  to  the  same. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Sec.  1.  These  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  stated 
meeting,  (notice  having  been  given  at  a  previous  meet- 
ing), by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 
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
